Because cf the difficulty for 
occupants whoSe income exceeds 
the limit to find other housing, 
only about 17 per cent turnovéy 
has resulted.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 6. (P)— 
California’s state budget will show 
a “sizeable surplus’ for 1947, 
Governor Earl Warren said last 
night in a radio interview, de- 
spite increased costs of adminis-

sia has the most powerful, most. 
farflung radio system in the 
world: 

Its thousands of broadcasting 


stations and its miUions of loud 
speakers play an integral part in 
the educational aja cultural life 
of the people. 
The U. S. S. R’s stations 
broadcast in 55 to 60 differ- 


ent languages to just the 
people within this country 
and in practically all the 


main tongues of the world to 

those living in other nations. 

To begin with, the Russians 
have radio sets, most of them 
equipped with short-wave receiv- 
ing bands. Contrary to what you 
may hear abroad, the Russian 
people can listen to what they 
want and as long as they want. 

Although there 
private receiving sets (the Soviet 
Union makes a good, inexpensive 
one with shortwave bands), most 
of the listening in this country is 
over the nation-wide network ot 
government-installed loudspeak- 
ers. Soviet citizens can buy this 
simple, inexpensive speaker in al- 
most every city. 


There is no tax of any kind 
on radio receiving sets or 
loud speakers, as there is in 
England, and no commercial 
advertising is broadcast on 
them as in the United States. 
One can get a program almost 
any hour of the day, although the 
central stations shut down be- 
tween 2 and 6 a. m. unless there 
is something especially impor- 
tant. 

To give a better idea, here is 
the average day’s schedule: 

The program opens with the 
sound of the Kremlin bells from 


Spassky tower in Red square, 
followed by the playing of the 
Soviet National anthem. Then a 


voice says, “Good morning. com- 
rades, this is Moscow speaking.” 

The first item is always news 
This news is always read by a 
man and a woman announcer al- 
ternating on various dispatches. 
After the local news, the radio 
gives dispatches from abroad. 
This is followed by a program 
‘Summary for the day, then usual- 
ly some light music.
